If suits were sold in butcher 
shops, by the pound, a man's af­ 
fluence could be judged by the 
size of his suit. 
If it fit him, you 
could mark him as a man of fault­ 
less taste but modest means. The 
wealthy

to 
splurge in a suit several times too 
large. 


Fortunately we are not inter­ 
ested in the intrinsic worth of the 
cloth in a suit. We are inter­ 
ested in what it looks like when 
we put It on. We buy appear­ 
ance, not covering. 
And FIT, 
dear reader, is the key to appear­ 
ance. 


The better the suit, the better 
the fit. 
It is nearly impossible 
for the unpracticed eye to judge 
the true quality or value of a 
suit by looking at it, or even by 
trying it on. The proof is in the 
wearing, and in the fit during the 
entire life of the suit (not just 
when it is new). 


W e are rather fanatical about 
the way our suits fit our custom­ 
ers. 
Some of the small details we 
watch with relentless care are the 
following: Coat long enough to 
cover the trousers seat complete­ 
ly. 
Trousers not too long, and 
with only a slight break over the 
instep ( n a break for tiveed suits 
or sport slacks). 
Trousers seat 
comfortable, but not loose or bag­ 
gy. 
A generous amount of shirt 
collar and cuff showing. 
A coat 
model that provides ample room 
in the armholes.
